The Two-Hundredth Anniversary 
of America’s First German 
Settlement. 


Philadelphia Begins a Four-Days’ Ju- 
bilee with Memorial Services 
and a Concert., 


Milwaukee Glorifies the Day by a 
Gigantic Procession and Mass- 


N work to Commemorate the Anni- 


versary with an Imposing His- 
torical Street Pageant. 


The Occasion Observed at Other Points— 
Sermon by Dr. Hirsch in Chicago 
Luther's Anniversary. 


HISTORICAL. 
FAMILIES OF GER- 
MANTOWN TWO HUNDRED YEARS AGO. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Oct. 7.—[Special.]— 
Previous to his coming to America and 
founding Philadelphia in 1682 William Penn, 
the Quaker, went on a combined missionary 


and business visit to Germany and made 


some converts there to the Society of 
Friends, principally in Frankfort. There he 
caused to be organized a society whose ob- 
ject was to send out settlers to his colony in 


Pennsylvania. He and his German agents 


succeeded in persuading thirteen families to 
emigrate to the New World, and those fami- 
lies constituted the German pioneers and 
were the torerunners of that immense immi- 
gration into this country. These Ger- 
man pioneers came over in the good 
ship Concord, 300 tons burden, Jeffries Cap- 
tain, which sailed from London July 24, 1683. 
Their exact number has not been deter- 
mized, but they were rated as thirty-three 
“freights,” and may have numbered forty 
persons in all, as an adult was one freight“ 
and a child was a half-treight.“ Any way, 


there are supposed to have been thirteen 


families. 

The heads of these registered as Lenert 
Arets, Abraham Dirck, and Herman Opden 
Graeff, brothers Abraham, Tunes, and Jan 
Zensen, all linen weavers, and Johannes 
Bleikers, to whom a son, Peter, was 
born on the passage; Jan Lucken, 
William Streypero, Thanes Kemders, Rey- 
nier Tyson, John Seimens, and Peter Keur- 
lis. They were from Crefeld and its vicinity 
in Germany, and through a Mr. James Clay- 
pool, who is supposed to have been a grand- 
son of Oliver Cromwell, engaged passage on 
the Concord. They had a fair passage out, 
and on landing here were taken in hand by 
Pastorius, camped out, and spent two days 
in determining where they should locate 
their claims for land which ‘they had pur- 
chased of n. 

Pastorius, who arrived here June 20, 1683, 
in the ship America, Capt. John Wasey, with 
a lot of immigrants from England, writing 
some years afterward of the appearance of 
Philadelphia at that time, said: It consist- 
ed of three or four little cottages, all the resi- 
due being only woods, underwoods, timber, 
and trees. among which I several times have 
lost myself in traveling no further than from 
the. waterside {where he lived in a canoe, 
as did the settlers who did not reside in the 
aforementioned cottages} to the house of. 


a Dutch baker named Cornelius Bonn.“ 


They decided finally upon that part of 
Penn’s province which has since been known 
as Germantown. Here they at once cleared 
the ground and began erecting houses and a 
store in true pioneer style. At first they had 
no local government, but afterward many 
other German families came, and from 1691 
to 1707 they regulated their settlement with 
four Burgesses and a Bailiff. Afterward 
they came under the general provincial 
Government. So the Germans in this coun- 
try are honoring the memory of men and 
events which marked the beginning and laid 
the foundation of a great work of advance- 
ment in industry and art. 


PASTORIUS, 
THE GREAT GERMAN PIONEER. 

The prominent figure in the incipient 
movements, which afterwards led to the 
erystalization of the spirit of immigration 
among the oppressed and persecuted adher- 
ents of Evangelical doctrines in the Valley 
of the Rhine, was Francis Daniel Pastorius, 
the pioneer and founder of the German race 
in America, Both the Frankfort company 
and the Crefeld purchasers constituted Pas- 
torius, who, as seen, was a member of the 
former organization, their agent in Amer- 
ica. He was born at Somerhausen Sept. 26, 
1651, and belonged to a family of influence 
and education. His father, a native of 
Erfurt, born in 1624, studied law and 
theology at the University of Wuertzberg. 
Having espoused the Protestant faith he re- 
moved toi Windsheim, and there held sev- 
eral offices, finally rising to the dignity of 
Elder burgomeister and Judge. His paternal 
grandfather was Assessor of the Court at tr- 
1urt and his great-grandfather was recorded 
“a citizen of Warburg.“ 

Upon the removal of his parents to Win d- 
sheim Francis, at the age of 7, was placed at 
school, and at 17 was admitted to the Uni- 
versity of Aldorf. He next spent several 
years in the study of law at the University 
ot Strasbourg. In 1672 he attended the school 
of law and philosophy at Basle, and com- 
pleted his course of law at Jena. During his 


School life Pastorius exhibited remarka- 


ble proficiency in the ancient and 
modern languages, including Greek, 
and mm German English, 
French, Dutch, and Italian. rom 


the school at Jena he went to Ratisbon, then 
the seat of the Imperial Government of Ger- 


many, for the purpose of rfecting his 
knowledge of the details workings of 
airs. At the early of, 22 we 


blic 
find the future founder of the German race 
in America engaged in — disputes upon 
questions of law and in languages other than 
his vernacular. In 1676, at ine age of 25, he 
was advanced to the dignity of Doctor of 


Laus at the learned City of Nuremberg, and 


three years later we find him established at 
Frankfort as an advocate and lecturer upon 
law and philosophy. It was at this time that 
the inquiring mind of the young attorney 
aud lecturer first became interested in the 
teachings of Spencer. 

INTERESTED IN GERMAN EMIGRATION. 


Dering the early months of 1683 Pastorius 
was actively engaged among his friends in 
Frankfort present the spiritual and tem- 
ral advantages Offered by a home in the 
New World. At length, successful in secur- 
ing the codperation of a number of persons, 
small, indeed, but men and women who were 
willing to fage the uncertainties of a voyage 
across the sea and test the experiment of the 
founding of new homes in a strange land, 
Pastorius returned to Frankfort and made 
his final preparations prior to setting out for 
the scene of his great work in the New 
World. From his father and relatives he re- 
ceived a present of 1,263 reichsthalers to 
carry him on his journey and to set him up 
on the other side, and of which he said: 
Tot pereunt cum tempore nummi.“ 
DEPARTURE FOR AMERICA. 

The time of his departure having arrived 
Pastorius bade a last farewell to his friends 
in Franktort, and embarking on the Khine 
descended to Uerdingen. From this place, 
visiting Crefeld, he heid & partimg confer- 
ence with his companions, who were now 
hastening to follow him a few weeks later 

thenoe, returning erdingen, 


aud to resumed 


his journey to Rotterdam. At that city, 
after leaving a few final directions with h 
friend Zeliner respecting the comfort of 
the colononists upon their arrival there, and 
after making arrangements for their jour- 
ney across the sea, early in May this zealous 
man, with his servants, Jacob Schumacher, 
Isaac Dilbeeck, Geor Wertmuller, and 
Koenradt Rutters, e ked on a ship for 
London. 

Upon his arrivalin London Pastorius, as 
agent of the Frankfort Company, entered 
into negotiations with the agent of the Pro- 
prietary for the purchase of 15,000 acres of 
land outside of the city, 300 acres in the 
Liberties, and three lots within the city, out 
of the 25,000 acres originally stipulated for 
by the company. ‘The titles to the first lands 
taken by the Crefeld purchasers, as we have 
seen, were perfected year before. 

Having finished these important limin- 
aries Pastorius again embarked with his ser- 
vants at London June 10, 1683, and after a 
prosperous but protracted voyage of about 
ten weeks arrived at Philadelphia the 2th 
dayof August. 

n anticipation of the speedy arrival of his 
companions Pastorius, without delay, ap- 
plied to the provincial @uthorities for a war- 
rant of survey, on behalf of the Frankfort 
Company, for the purchase agreed upon in 
London, but increased the amount to cover 
the original agreement for 25,000 acres. At 
the same time he petit fora warrant of

BEGINNING A _ DAYS’ JUBILEE. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa, Oct. 7.—[Special.]— 
Saturday was the 200th anniversary of the 
founding of Germantown by Franci¢ Daniel 
Pastorius and a band of Teutonic pioneers. 
But the eveut was of more than local im- 


portance. From the landing of Pastorius 


Aug. 20, 1683, dates German immigration in 
this country, so the day was not only a Ger- 
man-American but @lgo in many ways a 
Nationa! jubilee. Püadelphia, instead of 
its suburb, assumed the task of appropriately 
celebrating the occasién, and its principal 
streets have been gayly decorated with ban- 
ners and fiags in honorof an event which has 
awakened a great enthusiasm among Ger- 
mans everywhere. The celebration began 
yesterday, and will be continued until Tues- 
day nig ht. 

A grand concert last evening in the 
Academy of Music marked the opening of 
a tnree days’ Observance of the event by the 
entire German population. The seats of the 
great house were well filled from pit to 
gallery with an audience which listened 
attentively and appreciatively to the speeches 
and music. In their midst were seated many 
of Philadelphia’s inent citizens and 
many of the public dignitaries of the city 
and State. There were also five descendants 
of the thirteen pioneer families who made 
the first settlement In Germantown with 


Francis Daniel Pastorius, in 1683. The stage 


was extended far. beyond its usual propor- 
tions, And in front of the curtain was the 
‘orchestra of sixty musiclans. When the 
curtain rose a realistic forest scene was dis- 
closed, in the midst of which rose tier by 
tler a chorus of 150 male voices picked from 
the different German singing societies of 
Philadelphia. 

Dr. F. H. Gross, President of the Execu- 
tive Committee, delivered tne opening ad- 
dress of welcome. 

Mendelssohn’s Oh, Sons of Art“ was fine- 
ly given by the chorus under the leadership 
of F. W. Kuenzel. 

As the last strains died away Dr. Gross led 


‘forward Dr. G. Kell and introduced him 


as the orator of the Dr. Kellner's ora- 
tion was delivered in his native language, 
and was interrupted from time to time with 
continued applause. ! 

Saturday morning memorial services were 
held in two of the synagogs. Yesterday the 
streets were thronged with Germans in the 
city and suburbs. | 

Today memorial services were held in all 
the German churches in recognition of the 
anniversary, and in every instance sermons 
of an historical character were delivered. 

THE PROGRAM. 
Tomorrow the program will have a more 


- festive bearing, consisting of a grand parade, 


in which 12,000 persons will take part. The 
various divisions in tomorrow’s parade 
among other things will representin tableaux 
the part Germans have taken in the progress 
of the country from the founding of German- 
town to the present day.

PREPARATIONS FOR A HOME CELEBRATION

The Chicago Germans are too much di- 
vided among themselves just now to make 
a universal German celebration in this city 
a possible matter. There is no organization 
which represents the entire German element 
of this city, and should any of the numerous 
German societies undertake any celebration 
its plans would be frustrated by the jealoasy 
of competing societies, This condition of 
things accounts for it that no preparations 
were made in season for a celebration of the 
200th anniversary of the first German settle- 
ment in this country.

‘The 
universe itself constitutes a vast battlefield 
between the Prince of Darkness the 
Lord of Light. From above they hear the 
call to duty; in the confession of an invisi- 
Presence, the obeving of a righteous, 
eternal will, the keen sense of an individuai 
responsibility. which cannot be shaken or 
shirked, and the perversity of their own in- 
clinations to fulfill the obligation, they sought 
and saw the highest type of religious devo- 
tion. Thence sprung their faith, their cour- 
age, their justice, and their mighty endeav- 
ors to establish righteousness on earth. The 
spirit whieh quickened the soul-life of the 
rman settlers on Peun's land is of a radi- 
eally different type. It was not chance, but 
genuine affinity which caused the Germans 
to locate in the settlement of the Quakers. 
Pastorius, the leader of the pioneers, 
was an adherent of Spencer, the German 
Mystic. The German mind naturally is of a 
dreamy texture. Even before the Reforma- 
tion old Father Taulerand the friends of 
God had attempted to supplement the cold 
intellectualism of the Church by a deeper 
spirit of inner devotion. After the RKet- 
ormation, when dogmatism in fell like a 
blight upon the vineyard of rising faith, 
r. Spencer return to the spiritual faith 
of Tauler. In the circle of Spencer’s friends 
Penn, during his repeated visits, found con- 
genial souls, and one of them, a young law- 
yer, Dr. Pastorius, soon followed the En- 
glish Quaker to the New World. The con- 
ception of life held by these men represents 
the prophetic element of the old Israel, while 
the Puritan’s creed harmonizes readily with 
the legalisin of an Bzra and Nehemiah. Not 
from without but from within did the Ger- 
man hear the voice of the Divine. The uni- 
verse was not a battiefield of light and 
darkness, but as within his soul, the 
microcosm, the sun of love kissed open 
the beautiful chalices of countless 
flowers, so without, in the macrocosu, 
love and light are the predominant con- 
structive forces. The inner voice” speaks 
to each man alone, while yet it speaks to 
every man. To use the words of a recent 
writer: “Ali other voices are silent before

Whatever modifications may have taken 
lace in the conceptions of the children, these 
asic tones in the father’s views an at- 
tentive ear may still detect in the profession 
of the descendants.

Let the facts speak for themselves! The 
Anglo-American founded towns: the Ger- 
man homes.

It is a 
well-known phenomenon that no race—if I 
may use the term in this connection—is more 
prone “ to break up housekeeping and ac- 
commodate itself more quickly to the in- 
conveniences of boarding-house—mis- 
named comforts—than the Angio-Amer- 
ican. On the other @and, no people on 
earth cling more tenaciously to the nome“ 
and “ homestead” than the Germans. To 
the restiess activity, the “migratory in-

On the confines of civilization he pitches his 
tent, but when the wilderness is changed 
into an Eden he pashes on, ever forward 
and onward. ‘The German, however, is the 
settler. To his “home instinct” we owe

thrift eof thelr owners, which dot 
the length and breadth of our land. And in 
other regards still the same traits are visible. 
The Anglo-American displays a peculiar 
aptitude for calling into life associations for 
enlarging the scope of commercial transac- 
tions and facilitating the exchange of values. 
The German, too, has his associations. They 
are sacred not to Mercury, but to the Muses. 
His “vereine’’—different from the social 
— Rin large families, the members are 
rothers, and song and music are the priest- 
esses which tend the holy fame on the altar. 
We know that the practical problems of this 
iron age cannot be solved by “ sangerfeste ”’ 
or sharpshooter congresses, Germany, after 
her dream of 1848, has herself learned in the 
bitter school of 1866 and 1870 the truth of the 
Chancellor’s dictum that blood and iron (not 
song and speech) are the tonic required by a 
progressive people. But for ail that, who 
could deny that the worid of ideals would be 
rer without these German associations? 
ere in our country at least they opened the 
way tor the introduction of the American 
people to the genius of Beethoven and Men- 
delssohn; and if today nowhere on earth 
more devotion is shown to these great masters 
than among us the German singing society 
may claim the credit for the gratifying fact. 
From within the German hears the call to 
duty. For him, therefore, life becomes a 
protession. Whatever the path he may 
to work out in it his own, his whole 
Self becomes, after the election of his voca- 
tion, the highest endeavor. The Anglo- 
American is famous for the ease with which 
he passes from one pursub to another. A 
business-man teday, we may find him tomor- 
row a lawyer: an acter this year, a preacher 
the next. The German lacks this versatility ; 
but his life-work, if slower, is also more 
thorough. Let me cite but one instance 
which cannot but make the distiaction most 
plain. Teaching is for the German 
a profession; for the Anglo-American most 
generally merely a provisional stepping-stone 
to something else, or a haven of refuge after 
shipwreck on the ocean of life. Under this 
evil the schools of our country are suffering. 
Grand as the system of our free schools is, 
we can easily see how much greater would 
be the results were they in the hands of men 
specially prepared for their work, and so 
tilled with the love for their calling that no 
rospect of material success elsewhere could 
ure them away from their bride. The Ger- 
man method of teaching is only another ex- 
ponent of the German soul. The German 
teacher tries to develop the inner life of the 
upil, for the English teaching amounts to 
nstructing—i. e., to impart a certain amount 
of knowledge, assimilated by the scholar-or 
not. The complaints are loud and many that 
our schools fail of their ultimate object. if 
the German method were introduced the 
ground for this charge would seon disap- 
pear. The many schools founded by Ger- 
mans in this country, the German-American 
lation Teachers, — 
the wor men’s schoo n 
Sow York under rof. Adler— another 
ripe and juicy fruit of German pedagogics— 
these might with profit be consulted in the 
revolution which must inevitably take place 
in our school-rooms. And the position taken 
by the Germans in the “ burning” issues of 
the times is only comprehensible if we bear 
in mind the characteristic bend of the Ger- 
man mind. Itis said that the German ele- 
ment is hostile to the cause of law, and order,

A great many important decisions in army 
cases will be placed upon the President’s 
desk, and very earnest entreaties will /be 
made tu him for clemency in the matter of sev- 
eral officers who have very influential friends. 
The question will come up when Maj. 
Nickerson is to be tried as a deserter. The 
Cabinet officers will begin the rough drafts 
of their reports. Secretary Folger has pro- 
ceeded so far as to secure the pdper upon 
which his rough draft is to be written. That 
paper must be of a certain texture ana form.

THE STEEL CRUISERS. 


RAPID PROGRESS IN THE CONSTRUCTIONVOF 
THE NEW GOVERNMENT VESSELS. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 7.—[Special. A 
member of the Naval Board says that the 
work is progressing rapidly and favorably 
upon the new steel cruisers, and that the 


prospect is that they will be finished in a 


year’s time. The Advisory Board had 
thought that Congress might be cailed upon 
to make appropriations for an addiiional 
number of cruisers, but it is not now prob- 
able that an appropriation will be asked 
prior to the second session of the Forty- 
eighth Congress, or at least until the 
cruisers now under construction shall 
de completed. The same member of the 
Advisory Board says that no ships in 
any country have ever been subjected to 
such severe tests as these. The contractors 
for the steel have been obliged to throw 
away more material than will be used in the 
construction, on account of the very severe 
tests which are required. The tests call for 
60,000 pounds tensile strength and a ductility 
of 25 percent. The different manufacturers 
experimented a very long time before they 


obtained the proper combination for this 
eat strength and ductility. The Advisory 
ard are of opinion that a somewhat better 


ship could made if the tensile 
strengen could be reduced to 50,000 
pounds. Such a proportion in the ductility 


would make the steel more pliable, but the 
law is explicit at 60,000, and no attempt will 
be made to change it.

DEPARTMENT CLERKS. 
THE BEST METHOD OF PROMOTION. 
Wasuinaton, D. C., Oct. 7.—[Special.]— 


The Sunday Capital has taken the pains to 


ascertain the views of numerous bureau 
chiefs as to the best system for promotions in 
the service. A very considerable number are 
of vpinion that promotions should be made ac- 
cording to seniority rather than by competi- 
tive examination, on the ground tkat, as a 
general rule, it works less friction than the 
promotion of a lower-grade clerk above one 
who has for years occupied a higher-grade 
position would. There are, however, of 
course, instances where sucha rule could not 


be followed, notabiy in cases where the senior 


clerk is incapacitated for promotion by 
reason of age, ill-health, or like causes. II- 
feeling is apt to be engendered where a lower- 
class clerk is promoted over a late superior, 
and the superseded chiet is certain to con- 
tinue his work in a half-hearted way. The 
adoption of the principle of seniority, more- 
over, the gentlemen who have been inter- 
viewed think, gives more stability to the 
service and adds to it a feeling of confidence 
that in proper time, unless there are special 
téasons to the contrary, they will receive 
promotion. Yet, notwithstanding the gen- 
eral approval of the seniority system, 
there were objections brought to it to indi- 
cate that it would not be an absolutely safe 
rule to follow.

ANTI-LIQUOR. 

FIGHT OF IE PROHIBITIONISTS AGAINST 

THE SADVOONKEEPERS OF THE DISTRICT. 

D. C., Oct. 7.— The Bnti-liq- 
uor selling people of Washington are making 
an aggressive fight against the saloonkeepers 
of the city with the object of preventing the 
issuance of licenses the coming year. They 
have brought forward a clause in the li- 
dense regulations which provides that 
a license shall not be granted to 
any person who has been convicted 
within a year preceding the application 
for such license of violating any of the 
liquor laws of the District, and through the 
Grand Worthy Chief Templar of the District 
have submitted it to the Commissioner with 
a list of names of every saloonkeeper con- 
victed the first year of selling liquor Sun- 
days after hours, to minors, without a 
license. The list contains the names of many 
of the principal saloons and restaurant keep- 
ers, including the proprietors of the largest 
hotels in the city. It the regulation which 
the Prohibitionists have called up is enforced 
in all cases they have named they will suc- 
ceed in preventing the grauting of 
about 150 saloonkeepers.

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CALIFORNIA CORNERED. 


A Community in Which One Cor- 
poration Controls All the 
Railr oads. 


The Railroad Future of the United 
States Pictured in Cali- 
fornia. 


How the Railroad Forbids Its Custom- 
ers to Patronize Any Other 
Carrier. 


They Are Not Even Allowed to Buy Of or 
Sell To Those Who Use Other 
Bontes. 


The Dectective System by Which These 
Extraordinary Rules May Be En- 
forced. 


San Francisco, Sept. 30.—[{Special Cor- 
respondence. | — The descent of the Northern 
Pacitic into the California railroad pool, 
which does not seem to have been inter- 
preted by Wali street as going into a healing 
pool like that of Bethesda, has attracted new 
attention all over the country to the peculiar 
relations between the transportation compa- 
nies and the people of California. Every- 
thing grows big in this State. Its mammoth 
grapes, the sky-cleavine waterfalls of the 
Yosemite, and the trees through which 
tunnels can be cut large enough for a coach 
and six to drive with ease, are well-matched 
by the railroad combination which has 
possession of all the iron lines that 
connect it with the outside world. Nowhere 
else in the country is there a corn- 
er on transportation so complete as this. In 
every other railroad pool there is some open 
spot, some crevice through which competi- 
tion sooner or later is certain to leak. But 


here all the roads are owned by one set of 
men. There is no Jay Gould to break faith 
with Vanderbilt; no new company that will 
cut rates. One company in which half a 
dozen families own practically all the stock 
holds in its grip every ironed highway by 
which you may enter or leave the State of 
California or ship your goods in or out. 

STUDYING OUR FUTURE IN CALIFORNIA’S 

PRESENT STATE. 

The goal to which the growth of railroad 
pools shows that the whole country is trav- 
eling, California has reached. It is this 
which makes the State more interesting to 
people who like to guess at the direction of 
the social drift than its monstrous fruits or 
its gigantic scenic features. As the feaera- 
tion of States has worked into one union, 
the “federation of rallroads appears to be 
groping its way towards one railroad, or 
what will be practically the same thing—a 
national union of the three or four sectional 
pools into which they are gathering them- 
selves. In studying the present of the Cali- 
fornia railroad system we are looking into 
our own future. The view uncovers a good 
deal of the same abuse of power, the same 
disregard of corporate obligations, and to be 
fair, the same enormous stimulation of 
the prosperity of the ee that is 
to be seen in other parts of the world. 
And take it for all in all, the net result of a 
candid observation is not discourag to 
those who want to believe that all the virtue 
and sturdiness have not gone out of this 
people, and that the stock that would not 
submit to the tyranny of a mother country 
will not lie down under the trampling feet 
of corporations and wealthy men bred by 
itself. Indubitable evidence may be seen in 
California that the temper of the commu- 
nity is such that it is only a question of time 
when the corporations must take up the 
cross of citizenship and put their necks 
under the yoke of the law, just like poorer 
and less powerful people. To be entirely 
just, more than this must be said. I did not 
content myself with visiting the enemies 
of the roads, but went into “the den 
of monopoly” itself and taiked with the 
* bloated ” personages ensconced therein. It 
was impossibie not to derive from what they 
said the strongest feeling that their attitude 
toward the people around them is 82 

have a human disposition not to yield 

until forced to, but it is plain they mean to 
yield. They have am huge fortunes, 
and to preserve them is to do well. They 
will even admit that they have made mis- 
takes, especially in their dealings with poli- 
ticians. The feeling against them is very 
bitter in some quarters. They cannot 
help being sensitive to it.

I heard only the other day of the 
case of a San Francisco manufacturer of 
flour who ships itin large quantities to the 
Amoor River, to Bangkok, to other places in 
Asia, and to Australia, and who wanted to 
open a market for his product in Texas. He 
applied to the Southern Pacific—which is the 
same concern as the Central Pacific—for a 
freight rate that would enable him to 
do so.

That was ost half as much more 
as was charged for the transportation of 
wheat, on which the rate was put 65 cents a 
hundred pounds, The difference was just 
about equal to the cost of milling the grain 
in Texas. The Texas miller with whom 
he wanted to compete could buy his 
wheat in California, ship it on the Southern 
Pacific, and mill it and then uudersell the 
San Franciscan who came into the market 
with his wheat burdened with the higher 
rate on flour.“ “ Precisely.” the railroad re- 

lied to his remonstrance, we wonld rather 

aul the wheat. re is more of it to pay 
freight.” 
OPPOSED TO MANUFACTURES. 

The railroad used its position as posses- 
to say that 
San Francisco 
should not be extended, because that 
forward step in the industrial development 
of the city would lessen the amount of raw 
material the road would have to carry. An- 
other instance of the same kind from an- 
other and no better motive occurred upon 
the refusal of a well-known firm of paint

Almost every one has heard of the spe- 
cial contracts between the California roads 
and their patrons, but very few probably 
know the full scope of those celebrated com- 
pacts, which are most ingenious and the 
most tyrannical enmeshment ever woven 
about its customers by any common carrier 
since the days when teamster was the 


answer enough 
It that is 


special contract is an arrangement by which 
the road in consideration of givme a lower 
than its regular rate binds the shipper not to 
use any other carrier, whether by rail, ocean 
steam or sail, and empowe to search 
the books of the merchant or manufacturer 
for evidence that he keeping or 
violating this agreement. I was told 
that in some cases where  business- 
men had refused to tie themselves up by an 
such bargain they had been threatened with 
having te pay double first-class rates instead 
of the special rate, which might be the differ- 
ence between two cents and 12. In the 
case now pending before the Railroad Com- 
missioners, In which the firm of Richards & 
Harrison sue for the return of an excess 
which they paid rather than submit to the 
special contracts, it is admitted by the Cen- 
tral Pacific that it charged them a car 
more than others who had been more tract- 
able. A still more extraordinary feature of 
these contracts is that no one who is bound 
by tnem is permitted to buy of or sell to any 
who refused to make them. And the power 
of search may be used to verify any sus- 
picion the road may have that its slaves are 
dealing with any of those who are cut off 
from fire and water by its anathema ma@an- 
atha. As soon, as the road had made these 
contracts with one or two of the leading men 
in each trade the rest could do nothing but 
come into the arrangement if mer did not 
wish to be ruinously undersold. hat there 
may be ho mistake about the purport of 
ins made with the business-men 
of the Pacific coast by the only railroad com- 
pany through which they can get to the rest 
of the country, the follow extract from 
an official opinion deliver by Railroad- 
Commissioner Foote is given: 
WHAT THE COMMON CARRIER DOES IN CAL- 
JFORNIA. 

“In the first place, a shipper who signs 
one of these contracts must agree to ship all 
his freight by rail. A failure to do so for- 
feits all the privileges of the contract and 
obliges him to pay open tariff rates. 

“Second—No one who has a special con- 
tract can buy from or sell to any one who 


the same penalties as ve. 

»Third—Tpe railroad company reserves 
the right to examine the books of the ship- 
pers in order to determine whether the 
terms of the contract are being faithfully 
complied with. 

A contract containing such provisions as 
these in my judgment offers a premium to 
fraud; it gives the dishonest shipper an un- 
due advantage over one who will faithfully 
carry out the terms ofthe contract; its en- 
forcement is against public policy and is in 
restraint of trade. It establishes a system 
of espionage over the mercantile commu- 
nity which no common carrier should be 
allowed to ex under any circum- 
stances.“ 

ROAST CROW STUFFED WITH SNUFF. 


None of these facts are denied by the Cen- 
tral Pacific people. They simply plead that 
they did not invent them, which is true, for 
they were born in the brilliant brain of Mr. 
Vining, of the Union Pacific. They add that 
they are voluntary, Which is of eayrse mild 
irony on the part of the men who control the 
only rail line out of California, They fur- 
ther state that they are such & benefit to the 
merchants that these people hanker for them 
as it were, and are perfectly delighted to get 
them, as they afford lower rates than they 
could get otherwise, as the roads could not 


do business so cheaply if they had to |} 


divide the traffic with the carriers by 
sea. There is no discrimination in the 
scheme, they say, for the lower rates are of- 
fered to everybody alike. All persons. and 
places may take advantage of them. They 
have resulted. they declare, in a reduction, 
because having all the business the roads 
could afford to do it for less, and the tend- 
ency is constantly in the direction of cheap- 
ening transportation. 

The officers of the road insist that their 
power of inquisitorial inspection of the books 
of merchants has never been exercised. 
Business-men with whom I talked said it had 
been. The Freight Agent of the road ex- 
* that it was unnecessary for the road 

police the counting-rooms with its de- 
tectives. The merchants acted as vol- 
untary detectives upon each other. 
It one of them suspected that any 
of is rivais were “running the 
blockade“ he would set a trap for him, and 
when caught would report him to the au- 
thorities, as I suppose the railroad offi- 
cials vught to be called. This explanation 
betters nothing. One does not like to think 
of descendants of the men who threw 
tea into Boston Harbor spying in this way as 
tell-tales into the business of their neighbors, 
and one cannot look with much respect upon 
a system that encourages it or takes the ben- 
efit of it. 
A ROSY VIEW OF THE SPECIAL CONTRACT. 

The railroad men are firm in the belief 
that if the special contract system were 
abolished the first ones to complain would 
be the merchants. This arrangement.“ 
said young Mr. Crocker, puts the large and 
small shippers on an equality. They all 
get the same rates. The greatest grumblers 
are the heaviest merchants, hey keep 
coming at us all the time with claim that 
when they give us two or three times as 
much freight as smaller concerns, they 
ought, according to ail business principles, 
to get lower rates. They wantus to sell 
them our transportation at wholesale rates 
when they buy it in wholesale quantities,and 
to sell it at retail rates to their little competi- 
tors who can buy transportation only in retail 
lots. But we have never listened to these 
arguments, although we have been tempted 
to do so, for there does appear to be a 2 
deal of force in them. Still we think on 
the FR hole that our best policy is to give the 
small men an equal chance with the big 
ones.“ Something of the same argument 
Was used by an Eastern railroad man ofhigh 
position who was with the Villard execur- 
sion to justify, the practice of pooling. 
When the roads bool they combine theif abil- 
ity to resist the pressure of the mastodons in 
the business world fer rates that will enabie 
them to crush out thelr feebler rivals. The 
railroads have yielded tog much already to 
these sinister demands, and have done irre- 
— injury to themselves and the public.

THE FAR WEST. 
Fraudulent Entries of Government 


Lands in the Rocky Mount- 
ain Territories. 


Gross and Reckless Violations of the 
Desert-Land Entry and Home- 
stead Acts. 


Statement Made by a Special Agent Who 
Has Been Making an Investi- 
gation. 


Lake, 
Tullis, Special Land Agent of the Govern- 
ment, who has been investigating land frauds 
in the Territories of the Kocky Mountains, 
who is in Salt Lake, says there has been 


some big swearing by witnesses in some of 
the land offices, and large tracts of land have 
been patented by persons who had in no- 
wise complied with the Land laws. 

The Desert Land Entry act has been vio- 
lated with a recklesness that was positively 
astonishing. Im many cases it was found 
that absolutely nothing had been done to- 
ward reciaiming lands, and yet what are 
known and regarded as good citizens have 
gone before the land officers and made solemn 
oath that land had been reclaimed and all 
conditions of the law complied with where 

in fact ne mark made by human hands could 
be found upon the entire tract. 

Other tracts were taken up under the Des- 
ert act that are no more desert than the val- 
ley of the Ohio River. Other lands were 
found to have been taken up under the Tim- 
ber Culture act upon which was growing at 
the time of the original filing more forest 
trees than the act requires when final proof 
is to be made. 

The Homestead law has not been fairly 
treated, and thousands of acres of land have 
been patented by persons who have 
not complied with one single require- 
ment of the law. Fraudulent testimony, 
produced by fraud and with the ful! intent 
and purpose to defraud the Government. 
Tens of thousand of acres of the public lands 
are fenced up by wealthy stock-raisers, thus 
leaving the actual settlers without a range 
for the family cow. In one instance it was 
found that a man living near a city in Mon- 
‘tana had fenced up 3,000 acres of public 
lands, and in his kindness of heart h r- 
mitted the town people to pasture l 
his inclosure for the moderate sum of $1 per 
month head,

At Memphis, Tenn. ! 
Mxurnts, Tenn., Oct. 7.— [Special. Mem- 
phis was visited by a very destructive fire 
this afternoon at 3 o’clock. At the hour 
named smoke was discovered issuing from 
the front windows of B. Lowenstein & 


Nos. 247 and 249 Main street, just opposit 
their immense wholesale dry-goods and no- 
tion store. The alarm was promptly sounded, 
and was responded to by the entire fire de- 
partment of the city, but the flames had 


gained such headway that it was im- 
possible for the firemen to save 
the building. On both sides of 
the stately block the fire burned 


fiercely and soon ascended from the ground 
floor to the second, third, and fourth floors. 
The heat was so intense that no one could 


fire. Nothing except the books or the firm 
was saved. The stock was one of the largest 
and most expensive ever displayed in this 
city. The building had been erected espe- 
cially for their use, and was occupied by them 
the 20th of last August. Their fail opening 
took place last Thursday, and excelled in 
the brilliancy of the display of costly 
dresses, silks, and other goods usually kept 
in a strictly first-class retail dry-goods store 
anything ever seen in the South. A force of 
116 were employed in the several depart- 
ments, and the firm, which is one of the most 
popularin the city, were enjoying a very 
satisfactory trade. New goods to the value 
of $10,000 had been received yesterday, and 
several of the employés were at 
work this forenoon arranging them. 
The fire drew an immense throng 
of people, who crowded the streets and wit- 
nessed the destruction of one of the finest 
buildings in Memphis. The cause of the fire 
is unknown. Some say it had its origin in 
the photograph-gallery of J. H. Maiston, 
who occupies a portion of the third floor,

ONE LESSON OF THE FAILURES. 

The commercial disasters which have oc- 


and have supplied sensations tor many a 


nes column, are mounting up into totals of 


a portentous kind. Gathered up as they are 
periodically into the comparative averages 
of the commercial agencies, they make a bad 
showing by the side of the figures of previ- 
ous years. This is the third, year during 
which the failures have been increasing. But 
it is difficult to believe, as these facts almost 
force us to do, that the tide of business is 
ebbing, and that we have swung back to one 
of those periods of depression that as far 
back as the time of Joseph and the Pharaohs 
have alternated with the years of plenty. 
But tho the money markets are easy and 
the danger of financial, trouble is thus no 
doubt avoided, and tho the local reports of 


better, there is one element of weakness in 
the situation to which it is of no use for 
us to shut our eyes—that is, in our man- 
ufacturing interests. Under the stimulus 
of inventions, and the encouragement of 
speculation, and other causes, our manu- 
facturing capabilities have reached a point 
where the United States cannot absorb their 
product. In other w they have an im- 
perial capacity. with only a provincial mar- 
ket. Whether or not the country is ever 
destined to follow the example of other Re- 
publics and enter upon a career of political 
conquest and foreign domination we of this 
generation may never know; but one thing 
is absolutely certain: our manufacturers 
have got to a point where they must enter 
on a course of foreign commercial conquest 
or else languish and decay. 

One evil of having so large a proportion of 
lawyers sitting in Congress is, that practicai 
matters in which legislation might be of 
service are neglected, while topics of a kind 
more familiar to the controversial and legal 
mind receive altogether too much attention. 
It has eve n insinuated that one cause 
of their blind and confusing legislation, on 
the tariff for instance, was a professional de- 
sire to stimulate litigation and provide 
lucrative employment for the attorneys who 
mediate between the Government and the 
public. We do not share in such a coarse 
and cruel suspicion, but we can but feel that 
it is a pity that the legislation of the 
next few years, which will be critical ones 
in the history of our industry, is not to be 
planned and executed by men more thor- 
oughly posted than the majosity of the 
lawyers in Congress have shown themselves 
tobe. Whena member of Congress, who 
has been a lawyer, rises to promote any great 
monetary interest it is usually safe to pre- 
suppose that he is acting under metallic in- 
fluences and is speaking fora retainer. What 
the satisfactory adjustment of the relations 
of the industry with its legislation of the 
country demands is the presence in Con- 
gress and active participation in its proceed- 
ings of a classof practical men of affairs who 
will speak and be listened to on account of 
‘their conviction and their experienee, not 
because of thefées they are to receive, di- 
rectly or indirectly. 

We cannot believe that the shrinkage which 
is going on with such steady and searching 
thoroughness in one department of the busi- 
ness world after another can. be arrested in 
the United States until adequate measures 
are taken to enabie our manufacturers to 
meet their rivals in other markets which the 
latter have till now had all to themselves. 
We have what we call “overproduction,” 
Showing its effects everywhere. First, it was

We are 
hampered by a system of taxation that has 
been built up mountain high by one act of 
selfish blind private interest piled without 
method upon another until our industries 
are utterly unable to cope with competitors 
in other countries.

THE SUEZ CANAL QUESTION-THE EN- 
GLISH VIEW. . 

The Suez Canal question is coming to the 
front again in England, and if present ap- 
pearamces go for anything there will bea 
powerful agitation of the subject before Par- 
lament meets. 

The English shipowners, soon after the 
Childers-Gladstone-Lesseps negotiation was 
allowed to fall through, employed an expe- 
rienced naval officer to investigate the man- 
agement of the existing canal, particulariy 
in its relation to English interests. This of- 
ficer has just presented a report to the Ad- 
miralty authorities in England. It is appar- 
ently written without bias, and its language 
is moderate; but it entirely confirms most of 
the charges urged by English merchantmen 
against the De Lesseps employés. 

Some of the facts set forth in the report 
are summarized in the London Times, which 
says: 

First and foremost we have the fact that, of 
the 7,000,000 of tons which annually pass through 
the canal no less than 6,000,000 are English, 


while, on the other the whole of the ad- 
ministration, 


to say, more than 
English sbi 
manned by English crews, trained in English 
methods of navigation, of course, speak- 
ing no language but their own. 

As to the management and the employés of 
the company: Ouly three of the 117 pilots em- 


- ployed are English; of the rest, very few can 


speak or understand the Euglish language, and 
the great majority—it is said all but twenty—are 
totaliy imefficient. 


This is not pleasant for English Captains 
or English vesselowners, and it is not all. 
The French officials delight in imposing un- 
necessary restrictions on the British. The 
red-tape officialism is described as unyield- 
ing, rigid, and steeped in french ideas.“ 
Then, again, the French discriminate in 
favor of the vessels of their own nation. 
While it takes an English vessel seventy- 
one hours on the average to pass through 
the canal, it takes a French vessel but 
forty-eight hours. The greater time is not 


due to any lack of sailing qualities on 


the part of the British vessels, or any. 
lack of capacity on the part of British Cap- 
tains, but to the obstructions and restrictions 
of M. de Lesseps’ officials. The rates are of 
course maintained at the old highly exor- 
bitant figures. Even in cases of emergency 
the French refuse point blank to relax the 
rules. Suchin brief are the complaints of 
the British. They are fully borne out by the 
facts in the case, and the evidence of impar- 
tial observers. 

Nobody who has ever traveled through 
France needs to be told of the nagging and 
irritating methods and the red-tapeism of 
the French officials. ‘Their disposition is to 
make it as uncomfortable as possible for the 
unfortunate stranger. The employés of the 
canal company are men of the same type, 
and their pettiness is intensified when they 
have to deal with Englishmen. 

The result is, that there is a chorus of com- 
plaint on the part of the nation which does 
six-sevenths of the business of the canal. 
If the extortion, annoyance, and discrimina- 
tion are kept up it will confirm the ship- 
owners and the public of England in their 
demand for a new canal under English con- 
trol. No Government can long resist a pow- 
erful agitation in this direction. M. de 
Lesseps’ “ pouvoir exclusif’”’ cannot always 
stand in the way of the commerce of the 
world. 

The Pall Mall Gazette, which has hitherto 
strongly supported M. de Lesseps’ absolute 
control, admits that the proofs of discrimi- 
nation, annoyance, and delays are almost in- 
contestible, and that the movement in favor 
of terminating the De Lesseps monopoly is 
becoming irresistible. The Gazette says: 


It is bad enough that a fortunate concession- 
aire should be able to tax and toll the commerce 
of the woridfor all time; but that the lucky 
monopolist should use the powers granted to a 
company avowedly international and universal 
in order to favor ships of bis own nationality at 
the expense of those of other nations is intoler- 
able. in short, if systematical/y and persist- 
ently practiced, it would justify the contention 
on the part of the aggrieved parties that, what- 
ever validity the pouvoir exclusif may have 
possessed at one time, it bas been forfeited by 
the manner in which it has been abused to en- 
force what is in effect a differential tax on the 
mercantile marine of all—non-French—nations.

It is a notifica- 
tion that in one ward at least it is no longer 
necessary to make even a pretext of honesty 
or decency at the election, as the corrupt and 
criminal classes are in sufficient strength to 
take the ward into their own hands without 
regard to law and order. ‘They have pro- 
claimed it, and they now boldly and defiantly 
insult the respectable people in the ward 
with Tweed’s old question: What are you 
going to do about it?” 

The meaning of this change is apparent 
enough. The machine has been set up in 
Me Donald's neighborhood so that he may 
have complete control of it. It means that 
he and his gang are determined that there 
shall be no bar to dishonest voting and cor- 
rupt manipulating of votes. It means that 
this gang, by concentrating the roughs and 
thugs of the ward in one locality, intends to 
intimidate decent people from voting, and 
that it calculates large numbers of others 
will not care to vote if they are obliged to go 
to such a disreputale place and expose them- 
selves to its moral stench. 

How do the respectable people of the First 
Ward like it? How do the respectable peo- 
ple of other wards like it—for this is only the 
first step? What has been done in the First 
Ward had previously been done to a great 
extent in the Second, where the polling- 
places are “ bunched ” in the filth of the Levee 
a festering sore spot. If the people of Chi- 
cago have not the strength to resist this 
outrage they must surrender their rights as 
citizens. Apostate Republicans in the Coun- 
ty Board and a Mayor who truckles to the 
scum of the city have made it possible for 
the McDonald and Mackin gangs to throttle 
one ward. Ifthe people of the other wards 
are not on the alert they will soon be in the 
same condition.

EFFECTS OF RECENT REVENUE LEGIS- 
LATION. 

The changes in the tariff and internal- 
revenue laws made at the last session of 
Congress have now been in operation a little 
over three months. Their effect has been 
watched with much interest, as much future 
legisiation will depend upon it. It is too 
early to estimate safely the influence of the 
changes yet. But some comparisons may 
not be without interest. 

During the last quarter the customs receipts 
have been $57,281,965, as compared with $66,- 
729,149 during the quarter ending Sept. 30, 
1882. This is a falling off from the tariff 
source alone of $9,447,184. But this is not 
wholly due to the changes in the tariff laws. 
The three months ending with Sept. 30 have 
deen duller in all branches of business 
than the corresponding months of last 
year. This was owing to various causes, 
among others the telegraphers’ strike, and 
more particularly the unfavorable crop re- 
ports. Importers were afraid to make large 
investments, and speculation in foreign gods 
was at a standstill. } 

Turnmg to the receipts from internal-rev- 
enue sources we find that there has been a 
falling off a little greater than in the case of 
the customs. The amount of the internal 
revenue during July, August, and Septem- 
ber was $28,912,441., During the correspond- 
ing three months of last year the amount 
was $38,912,961. This is a decrease of $9,537,- 
50. But this again is even in a greater 
measure due to the dullness of trade. In 
the miscellaneous receipts, which were 
hardly affected by change in legislation, 
there has been a falling off from $9,870,000 to 
$2,730,000, 

The total of decrease in customs and inter- 
nal-revenue receipts during the three months 
is $18,984,704. But during the quarter also 
thefe has been a reduction in the expenses of 
collection amounting to about $2,000,000, leav- 


ing the net loss about $16,894,704,‘ If the re- 


ductions should be maintained at this rate, 
though it is not probable they will be, the 
total for the year would be $67,578,876. The 
surplus last year was $140,000,000. This 
year, if business continues as during the 
last three months, it will be in the neigh- 
borhood of $73,000,000. It will probabiy be 
greater, perhaps nearer to $90,000,000, 


The Eastern protectionist papers assert 


that it will fall to $60,000,000, and in proof of 
this statement point to the fact that the net 
excess of receipts over expenditures during 
the three months was $15,120,000. The quar- 
ter was not an average one though, as we 
have before pointed out. But, taking them 
at their own estimate, there will be still a 
surplus of $60,000,000; and what shall be 
done with it? Reduce the public debt, some 
say. The 3 per cents are the only bonds re- 


deemable at the present time. If bonds 


bearing a higher rate of interest are to be re- 
deemed they must be purchased at a vast 
premium, and it is not a pleasant thing for a 
Secretary of the Treasury todo this. It is 


estimated that two-thirds of the 3 per cents 


are held by banks as security for their cireu- 
lation. If Secretary Folger goes on redeem- 
ing the 3 per cents, therefore, he will serious- 
ly interfere with the issues of the banks, and 
this he does not want to do, because it would 
have a tendency to contract the currency. 
Some.of the ultra-protectionists advocate 
the distribution of the surplus among the 
States; others want the whisky-tax repealed 
in order to keep manufactures dear, so that 
the tariff laws shal! not be interfered with. 
The Randallite and Danaite Democrats ad- 
vocate the abolition of internal revenue. 
This would produce a deficit which they 
would gladly have made up by the imposi- 
tion of additional or increased tariff duties. 
The true method, however, of disposing of 
the surplus, or rather of bringing about an 
equality between receipts and expenditures, 


is to do away with the tayés on the neces- 


saries of life, whether dosestic or imported. 

What to do with thestrplus is one of the 
problems which we new Congress will 
have to grapple with. 

GOV. CLEVELAND’S VIEWS. 
The State ana county fairs are favorit re- 
sorts of pcliticians who desire to boom them- 
selves. They find a different class of people 
there from what they are accustomed to 
meet in their ordinary electioneering. They 
come in @ntact with people who are not mak- 
ing a living by wirepulling, saloon-bumming 
logrollimg, and machine-manipulating, who 
are not after offices and spoils, and who are 
not in the habit of doing the dirty “work of 
prastical politics.”

tage.” He urges people to be careful in the 
selection of their representatives, and advises 
them “to apply the same rules here you ob- 
serve in the conduct of your private busi- 
ness,” and suggests to them that they ought 
to want men “able to perform the duties ex- 
pected of them and who have the real inter- 
ests of their employers at heart.“ In closing 
we have the following extraordinary perora- 
tion from the lips of a Democratic politician: 
„All cannot personally know the applicants 
for office, but by careful inquiry their char 
acter for fair-dealing and honesty,and the 
manner in which they have fulfilled the ordi- 
nary duties of life may be discovered, as well 
as the ability they have shown in the man- 
agement of their own affairs.” 

This outline of Gov. Cleveland’s remarks 
to the Ogdensburg farmers shows that he is 
still a young man in Democratic politics, 
and, if he really believes what he says, he 
must bea very lonesome young man. The 
tenor of his suggestions is to secure by indi- 
vidual action what the Republican party is 
trying to secure by the reform in the civil 
service, which the Democratic party has per- 
sistently and fiercely assailed. His recom- 
mendations verge upon treason and will 
strike the average Democrat with horror. 
To elect men able to pertorm their duties 
and having only the interests of the people 
at heart is the last thing the Democratic party 
wants; to apply to candidates the tests which 
aman would institute in the selection of his 
business partners and employés is the last 
thing the Democratic party will ever 
do. It has no intention of selecting men for 
office because they are capable, honest, or in- 
corruptible, or because they have the inter- 
ests of the people at heart. Gov. Cleveland 
makes a wild assumption when he asserts 
this, and one calculated to injure Democratic 
feelings. Their policy is the exact reverse 
of this. Fitness for office is based upon capa- 
bility for dirty work. They have no use for 
honesty or intelligence. Political trickery, 
ward bumming, saloon influence, ballot-box 
stuffing, the control of loafers, whisky-soak- 
ers, thugs, and gamblers, influence with the 
slums, shouting, and brawling, these are the 
qualities which the Democratic party regards 
as essential for candidates to possess. These 
are the services to the party which are re- 
warded. There is not an issue for the good 
of the country or in the interests of the peo- 
ple which it dares to affirm in its platform. 
So far as principles go they mean anything or 
nothing, and, as Reagan ot Texas declares, 
they are Janus-faced and discouraging. There 
is but one issue upon which the party is 
united, and that is spoils. 

When Gov. Cleveland, therefore, talks 
about honestyin politics and personal fitness 
in candidates, and urges people to base their 
selections upon the same principles which 
they would apply te their private business, 
He is announcing new 
and strange doctrines for a Democrat. He is 
running full tilt against the time-honored 
precedents and traditions of his own party, 
and is advocating a policy for which Repub- 
licans have always contended, and comes 
close on to that reform of civil service which 
every good Democrat abhors. If the same 
rules were applied by the people to politics 
that they apply to their own affairs the Dem- 
ocratic party not only would stand no chance 
for success, but would soon be wiped out of 
existence. If the Governor is honest in his 
declarations he ought to be warned by his 
friends that he is on the wrong tack. Per- 
sistence in his policy will injure the party 
and prejudice his own chances for that nom- 
ination before which he is gracefully but un- 
tortunately posing.

THE object in postponing the impeachment 
trials of the Norwegian Ministry is most proba- 
biy to give time for compromise. The history 
of the trouble is briefly this: Some time ago 
the Norwegian Parliament, or Storthing, vassed 
a bill creating a commission to supervise the 
entire Administration, from Cabinet Ministers to 
letter-carriers. The commission was to be 
composed exclusively of members of the 
Storthing, and was to be accountable only to 
that body. The Ministers and the King rightly 
looked on this bill as an attempt on the part of 
the Norwegian Pariiament to subordinate the 
executive to the legisiative division of the 
Government. The King for this reason ve toed 
the measure and dissolved the Storthing. 
The elections which followed resulted unfavor- 
ably to the King and the Ministers. 
new Storthing passed the commission meas- 
ure in the form in which it passed 
previously. The King again vetoed the meas- 
ure, as under the Constitution he had a perfect 
right to do. The Storthing was again dissolved, 
and a fresh appeal was made to the country.“ 
Despite the most desperate, not to say unscru- 
pulous, tactics of the Ministers and their Dack- 
ers, incudimg the official and privileged classes 
and fully four-fifths of the Lutheran clergy- 
men, the reformers again obtained an over- 
whelming majority in the Storthing, and on its 
assembling passed the commission measure a 
third time, Under the Constitution the King is 
obliged to accept any bill which passes three 
successive Storthings. But the Constitution also 
provides that the bill shail be presented to him 
by his Ministers, Taking advantuge of this pro- 
vision the latter have refused to submit the 
commission bill to his Majesty, and have thus 
contrived to defeat the will of the people so 
emphatically expressed three times. The 
Storthing determined on this to proceed against 
the Ministers, who if they have not violated the 
letter of the Constitution have certainly acted 
contrary to its spirit. It is probable if the im- 
peachment were proceeded with at this time 
that the King would use his prerogative to 
shield the Ministers, which would greatly ex- 
asperate the Norwegians, and give strength 
to the movement in Norway for complete in- 


dependence of Sweden. A compromise, there 
fore, is deemed prudent.

THE advance in the price of cbtton yarn 
alluded to in a cable dispatch of turday may 
be partly explained by the September cotton 
report published in Bradstreet’s.

The Crop of last year was 6,992,000 bales. This 
year's crop is estimated at 4,524,000 bales.

in 1882, 16,590,000 acres; this year it is 17,449,000 
acres.

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say that Bradstreet’s estimate of the year’s 
crop is entirely too low. They say that the 
yield will be fully equal to that of 1881, when it 
was 5,628,000 bales. The estimate of the Agri- 


Cultural Department is 5,893,000 bales. This 


estimate is probably nearer to the truth than 
Bradstreet’s. There is an unfounded and we 
believe an untrue report that the low estimate 
was not wholly unconnected with commercial 
purposes, and that the advance in the price of 
Varu is one of the results.

PROF. SWING. 


In from the Being of God. 

At the Central Church yesterday Prof. 
Swing delivered’ the following discourse, 
preaching from this text: 

‘The Lord shali judge thy people 83 
eousness. — Psalms 2. 

The being of God once admitted, all be- 
comes more harmonious and hopeful. With 
that doctrine alone fully proven to mankind, 
society should feel that its most thrilling 
question had been answered and that its 
darkest day had passed by. There is no 
mystery which such an assurance could not 
solve. With God jn the midst of the uni- 
verse a feeling of safety might well steal 
into the hearts of all who make or should 
quake an effort to do His will. As He is the 
explanation and harmony of the material. 
universe so He would become of the 
moral. Much of the unrest of the 
religious world comes from doubts 
as to tne existence and nature of the 
Creator. Not that there is any widespread 
atheism, but it is evident that the greater 
portion of thinking persons have some hours 
of doubt or anxiety as to the existence or 
goodness of the source of all beings; and the 
clouds which arise in these hours affect the 
whole sky during life’s brief day. John 
Stuart Mill was not fixed in his belief as to 
‘whether the Maker of map was a good being 
or only a powerful one. Many others, less 
careful and Jess thoughtful than Mr. Mill, 
have not hesitated to affirm that our world 
came from some evil spirit—the work of 
cruelty and not of benevolence. Thus in 
our day many minds are standing between 
these two opinions, ‘“‘ Whether there be 
a God?” and it so, “whether he is 
Tighteous ?”’ No wonder many are 
deeply interested in those two inquiries. 
They are the greatest of all ideas. Could af- 
firmative answers come to all minds and not 
the least doubt be ever again possible we 
should soon have a new earth in its morals 
and happiness. The millennium would not 


indeed set in, for many would pursue paths 
of sin even were God visible and tangible; 
but the effect upon society at large would 
eertainly be great and beneficent. To know 
of God would be to be more like Him. : 
It is almost amazing that there should be 
any twosuch doubts in the world, for the 
evidence that there is a Creator seems at 


as surrounds us and of which we are a part 
could have come trom the accidents or inci- 
dents of dead material thingsis a proposition 
which often appears perfectiy absurd. And 
yet the proposition does not die. It has re- 
appeared to each generation, and is as vigor- 
vous how as it was in the days of Lucretius; 
and being now. as old as the historic human 
race, it must be admitted to exist as a fact, 
if not as a creditable fact. Whether this 
doubt about a God is the result of some 
moral weakness in the mind cannot be af- 
firmed, for not only is man unable to make 
a perfect survey of God’s world, but he is 
unable to make a full survey of his own. He 
cannot measure the disabilities of his own 
reasoning power. The probability is that 
man’s doubts abouta Creator are results of 
some injury done the intellect in its long past 
of sin and infirmity. 

W hat a calamity to the community and to 
each individual is any distrust in this one 
girection! for from the idea ofa just God 
there could come to society more good tian 
comes from all other sources combined. 
ideas, great, inspiring, and comforting, flow 
from this one fountain. 

From the being of God comes, first, a gen- 
Gral inspiration of man. Having such a par- 
entage and being the nighest form of 
created life, man stepsénto the scene with- 
out anything of an ordinary quality in his 
nature. He may well feel that he is a child 
of destiny. The material theory makes the 
millions of the human race look back to the 
game origin as that which lies back of the 

h and the snail, and a man is only a form 
of animated matter. He resembles the 
tree, that he lives and in that he 
dies. As the painted butterfly is more 
attractive than the earth-worm, so man is 
more attractive than most or all other brutes; 
+ he is only cells of material substance full 
ofa vital force. A million men are only as 

million trees ora million blades of grass. 

uch is the atheistic estimate of man, and 
than this no theory could be more empty of 
inspiration. Butif man is the favorit child 
ofa Being who can hold the oceans in His 
hand and who can make systems of suns and 
then human life * the advan- 
ge Of a great inspiration. It signifies little 
if we are the result of only chemical action, 
but it signifies much if we are the children 
of an infinit Creator. The power of 
; becomes fully committed to man’s 
welfare, and the glory of God is pledged 
to bring about the glory of mankiud. Thus 
the very fact of such an origin surrounds 
the human life with a climate full of great- 
ness and beauty. The imagination cannot 
nt the situation of man in colors too rich. 

t was the effort of the classic genius to find 

u the saa, and among the mountains, and In 

the leafy woods creatures half human and 

half divine: and out of these creations of the 
poetic faculty came the nymphs, and fauns, 
and the graces. All these beautiful inhab- 
itants of the world just above humanity were 
born outof the lofty belief in the Deity. 
‘The ideal form of life was an effort to fill 
the void between common human nature and 
the divine nature, and to weave earth and 
heaven into one piece. The soil seemed too 
rich to grow only man—it grew Hercules, 
and Pan, and Diana; the sea seemed too. 
strange and dreamy to be onlya road for 
man’s ships; its foam, therefore, helped 
fashion the body of Venus. Thus man of 
himseif could not exhaust the sublime sur- 
reundings of his career, it must be worked 
up into beings above the human. Thus €drom 
the old assumption of a Supreme Creator 
there rolled forth that glory cloud of the an- 
. eclents—a giory still visible on the sky oe 


past. 
But great changes have taken place since 
| the woods and fountains wére:frequented by 
and fauns, and numberless divinities. 
Klong by such hands as those of Christ 
and His period, man himself stepped up to 
fill that old vacancy in the upper hights, and 
that belief in the Deity which once created 
small gods and goddesses entered upon the 
more real task of making men and women; 
‘ and all that richness which once formed a 
Hercules or a Diana was turned toward the 
formation of statesmen, ana thinkers, and 
heroes, and martyrs. The demigods were all 
-overthrown to make room for men. The 
— faded, and there appeared Mary, and 
trice, and otherforms of lofty woman- 
‘ hood, and the Hercules fled from the woods 
to make room for a group of heroes rising up 
from the cradie of man. We know little 
about Venus and Diana and lesser 
nymphs, but this we know: they have been 
sur by many a woman in the nine- 
teenth century. Mrs. Browning was greater 
in reality than Minerva was in the dream, 
and Washington and Lincoln were more di- 
Vine than all the divinities that ever drank 
ambrosia on Mount Viympus. Out of the 
‘assumption of a Supreme Deity Mere has 
always flowed a stream of inspiration able to 
make high and lofty betnes—hence able to 
inspire modern men and women along paths 
of greatness. Human life is thus colored by 
the divine life as the fields are colored by the 


sun.

cealed and even wear the sackeloth of de- 
feat, and yet in some unexpected day up will 
be run the flag of vietory over the long-wait- 
ing heart. God’s works are upon a scale so 
stupendous that we are unable to tell the 
moral situation at a given day or year. But 
mankind need not know the hour, nor the 
manner, the only important matter being 
that all shall be well. To know particulars 
in moral things is as difficult as to know al 
the details in. the material department. As- 
suming a Creator we do not know where 
God procured his material out of which to 
make so many vast balls of planets and stars. 
Nor do we know how long ago He kindled 
the fire of the sun. In material things our 
knowledge thus soon gomes to an end. 
Thus, in the department of the spiritual we 
can hope to know only a few facts in the vast 
aggregate. We must come outet this research . 
with only a few answers to a few questions, 
but those answers are grand enough to 


serve as abundant reward for the labor of

This outlook of the human race is, of 
course, to be modified by that incalculable 
element found in the human free will. 


Astronomers found that the known pianets4 


were deflected somewhat from their orbits, 
and from this deflection they deduced 
conciusion that there must be some unseen 
planet of the group whose pullings had 
not yet entered into any esti- 
mate. The disturbing ball was soon 
discovered and the mathematicians were at 
rest. We have come to a more difficult 
problem—the power of the human will to 
disturb the loving wish of the Creator. 
What absolute wer man may possess 
toward weaving for himself the annibiliation 
of his soul or its misery in a second exist- 
ence, is the most difficult part of this enigma 
of man and his Maker. ere it not for this 
complication of the question it would be easy 
to reach the conclusion that all will be weil 
at last with every individual of the human 
species. But the fact of a free will in man Is 
here to stand between us and the final joy of 
every heart. If the wicked are not responsi- 
bie free will is a chimera, 

There may therefore be many rsons 
whose wills are set against the laws of 
right—persons who love transgression even 
when they fully know it to be such. The 
destiny of these is hidden behind acloud 
but it follows from the very nature of God 
that all other sorrows except those brought 
by willful transgression, will pass away 
happiness will come instead. There will be 
some compensation for what seems the hard- 
ness of this world. A lady of high standing 
as a writer, and a person of great refinement 
and sensibility said, over the coffin of her 
mother that. God, if existing at all, is only 
the embodiment of cruelty. All pastors 
calls to say 

over the dead 
forms of idolized ones, have met 
with many mothers and fathers and wives 
who have believed in God only as a heartless 
despot. Such gxpressions may be pardona- 
bie in a griet Which amounts to almost an in- 
sanity, but still the truth stands firm that 
the scheme of life and death is too large for 
man’s comprehension. . Death is no more 
beyond our reach than life. Have you ever 
made an effort to fathom the mystery of 
life? Wnat is it to be here a living, thinking, 
acting, loving being? What is it to be upon 
such a planet a conscious soul with an out- 
look of three score and ten years? When 
you look up at the moon or the planet Venus 
or Jupiter, you often fall into a wenderment 
about what occupants may be there. No 
answer comes trum those sparkling worlds. 
But imagine yourself upon one of 
those planets and in the night you will 
gaze upward and see a little twinkling gem 
called earth, and you wonder whether it is 
inhabited and by whom? And behold! the 
answer comes across the widegrulf of silence: 
It is the home of an amazing race; the little 
ball is occupied by a group of creatures of 
rare intelligence, of most expressive counte- 
nance, and often of great beauty. ‘These mys- 


‘terious occupants of the planet, earth, are full 
‘of asvirations and make of the past only the 


remises of a grander future; and once, 
n their strange ambition, they built a 
tower by which they might climb to 
the home of the gods, and elsewhere 
they heaped Pelion upon Ossa that 
they mignt be nearer Heaven. They are al- 
ways longing to look beyond their . confines 
and penetrate if possible the unseen. ‘They 
are not animals, but children of genius. 
They have changed the surface of their 
world. Wild woods give place to cities and 
villages, and such is their brotherhood, such 
their traffic. such their arts that sometimes a 
million of these creatures are found dwell- 
ing in one place by river, lake, or sea. In 
form erect and heroic, in feature beautiful, 
in life happy and loving, they live with eter- 
nity and immortality in their hearts. Oh, 
matchiess man, more mysterlous in his life 
than in his death! . 0 

Now the presence of such a race of beings 
is as great a marvel as is their lamented 
death. To stand OY the coffin of a dead 
mother or a dead child and affirm the cruelty ° 
of the Creator is to affirm some acquaint- 
ance with the machinery of the universe, 
some knowledge of the stream of life; 
whereas the real truth is, man is not within 
our measurement, and the grave is as easily 
fathomed as the cradle. Joy attends the 
cradle because there man comes, tears attend 
the grave because there man goes away: but 
these should be tears of sorrow, not of com- 
plaint. As when in autumn the external

worlds commands the leaves to fall, 
the song birds to cease their music 


and the sky to send forth storm and frost we

If you have buried some 
angelic heart, its merit came from God, and 
you are complaining at the cruelty of one 
whose footsteps are marked all over our 
world by the beauty of mind and soul. 
Blessed Creator who gave us power to weep 
and beauty to be lamented! 

Makine the Deity a startme point of 
thought, death cannot bea calamity, for God 
is not the author of the universe, nor even 
existing, if there can come to His children a 
ealamitY. Death itself must be a part of 
the divine benevolence. Life came only at 
the commana ofa loving author. Hence 
childhood smiles and youth rises to a still 
higher appreciation of this existence, and 
then middle life comes and feels that this 
world has just begun to whisper its best 
words to their hearts, and then comes the 
fuliness of mental powerin late years, and 
the sages, the devotees at any great shrine, 
all feel that to them alone does 
earth point out her unspeakable glory. 
Thus man came here at the bid- 
ding of benevolence, and when these 
vines of the supreme love have grown as 
life bas grown, have wound themselves in 
and out, over and under, through and 
through, amid three score and ten years, we 
must admit them into our philosophy, and 
must watch them entwine the tomb of man 
in their loving embrace. It is all ot one 
piece. The goodness of God as seen in the 
cradie and in the vicissitudes that follow 
does not turn into wrath at the grave. The 
em pire*of love is everlasting. 

Two inferences follow. Immortality is 
not made certain by such an argument. 
What follows is only this, that God will al- 
ways do that which is best for His children.

fathers laid the foundations of this country 
they were encompassed by so many difficulties 
at home and abroad that they could not pursue 
the ideal, so they were compelled to set up a 
republic that bought and sold slaves. Thus 
human wisdom has always shared power 
with human folly. But when we pass from 
the study of mankind to a contemplation of 

Deity we have moved away from the 
arena of compromises, and have reached a 
country over which waves the white banner 
of right. The Creator has the wisdom, and 
the power, and the time to pursue the rigit. 
lf, therefore, man were created mortal 
and he were not to wake from the icy sleep, 
that grave would be in the goodness of 
God sleep as we may, it would be 
right: not a pitiaSle compromise or inad- 
vertence, bug only one more page in the his 
tory of a Creator's love.

That God 
should wish His human children to go on-

tributes of a father and mother are the best 
attributes of a God. I ere Parker was 
accustomed to think of God as a mother, be- 
cause only such an earthly being is the ns 
of the divine affection. ut these ly 
parents in their nighest form of thought and 
attachmens would ask no higher favor of 
Heaven than that they and their children 
might never be separated in time or eternity. 
By such a path of logic we are led to con- 
clude that God will not remaad His children 
back to dust. 

Looking out upon the touching scene, man 
in this world, we behold before us two crises 
—sin anddeath. All other crises of earth 
are insignificant com with these. No 
complications of politics, no occasional catas- 
—— ot Nat ure can be compared with 
the widespread facts of sin and death. Sin 
involves society in many forms of wretched- 
ness. It keeps many willions far from hap- 
piness or even tolerable comfort, and indi- 
rectly it affects the welfare of those who at- 
tempt to lead honorabie lives. Then, to this 
fearfu! calamity of sin is added the phenom- 
enon of death—a crisis of infinit solemnity. 
How strange that across a world made by a 
benevolent being there should lie two such 
dark bands. To these midnightisasday. But 
such are the two problems. The thoughtful, 
sensitive, joving human heart moves along 
in these shadows—sinfulness and mortality. 
But after all our reflections over the charac- 
ter of God, what must be our conclusion ?

We read 
such a hope in the life of Christ, in the 
benevolence of nature, and in all our med 
tions about the Creator.

Such thoughts follow from a study of the 
being of God.

„The National Committee took its reserve 
and bought a draft on the Sub-Treasury.

“That was a large sum of money to use 
in so short a time.”’ .
